wheat be definitely fixed for the whole 
of the present year's crop with such 
‘inerease periodically as will cover 
the established storage charges, to-- 
gether with interest. 

Other views contained in unani- 
mosly passed resolutions were as fol- 
lows: 

“That a standard Weight of a loaf 
of bread be set for Canada and that 
the price of bread be regulated; that 
as in the three prairie provinces fruit 
is not produced and as the price of 
imported fruit is made almost prohib

Brazilians will begin tonight the 
celebration of their independence day, 
and the festivities will last all through 
tomorrow The Brazilian brand of 
freedom, which dates from Sept. 7, 
1822, is peculiar to that country and 
includes a disregard for the laws of 
convention and Mother Grundy that 
would make the late Anthony Com- 
stock do a regular loop-the-loop in his 
grave. Before the war Paris was sup
